What William Williams and 
his fellow "Ebony-is-an-insult- 
to-tbe-Black-man" cultists fail 
to realize is that many of the 
great fictional characters 
throughout literature have 
had sidekicks ("foils," if you 
will) whose personalities have 
purposely been contrasted 
with that of the hero. Dr. Wat- 
son (Sherlock Holmes), In- 
spector Richard Queen (Ellery 
Queen), Paul Drake (Perry 
Mason], and Sancho Panza 
(Don Quixote) are ail charac- 
ters with great dignity who 
have, for years, remained in 
the shadow of the hero in or- 
der that they, and the hero, 
might achieve realistic char- 
acterizations. 

THE SPIRIT and Ebony 
White are a magnificent team, 
well worthy to stand beside 
any of the above-mentioned 
duos. 

Will Eisner broke what was 
perhaps the most firmly-en- 
trenched ground in all comic- 
dom when, in 1940. he made 
THE SPIRIT'S sidekick Black 
instead of a safe WASP, giv- 
ing, for the first time, a Black 
character a major role in an 
adventure strip. To me (a Cau- 
casian), Ebony has always 
been an individual of great 
warmth, humanity and cour- 
age. 

Off the subject of Ebony, I 
found that the fifth issue of 
THE SPIRIT is the finest yet. 
All of the main characters 
(THE SPIRIT. Ebony, Dolan, 
Ellen) were presented, allow- 
ing unfamiliar readers of the 
strip to place the players with- 
in it. As a collector. I would 
like to see the stories reprint- 
ed in chronological order, per- 
haps including the near-leg- 
endary sequence in which THE 
SPIRIT was blinded.
